I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  report  on  the  sanitary  conditions 
and  state  of  public  health  in  the  Colwyn  Rural  District  during  the 
year  1965. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have  endeavoured  to  deal 
briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility  regarding  public  health 
and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included  all  the  subjects  specifically 
requested  in  Circular  l/68  (Wales)  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

GENERAL. 


The  Colwyn  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  29,579  acres  and  is 
almost  entirely  agricultural,  but  has  a small  amount  of  industry  which  is 
situated  in  the  Parish  of  Llanelwedd.  There  are  no  large  town  in  the 
district.  The  new  permanent  site  for  the  Royal  Welsh  Agricultural 
Society  is  situated  at  Llanelwedd,  the  annual  show  being  held  in 
July  of  each  year.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewerage  schemes  are  now  provided  to  all  villages  with  the 
exception  of  Cregrina, 

The  Llanelwedd  S.D.  Unit,  due  mainly  to  erection  of  the  new 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  (Cont'd) . 

Abattoir,  is  completely  overloaded.  A new  scheme  for  the  part  of  Llanelwedd 
Parish  which  adjoins  the  neighbouring  Urban  District  of  Builth  has  been 
prepared  and  approved  in  principle.  The  scheme  will  also  provide  for  the 
sewering  of  the  permanent  Showground  of  the  Royal  Welsh  Agricultural 
Society  and  the  proposed  site  for  Council  Houses.  It  is  hoped  to  commence 
work  on  this  scheme  during  1986.  At  the  time  of  preparing  this  report  Tenders 
had  been  received  for  the  construction  of  scheme  and  had  been  submitted  to 
the  Welsh  Office.
